IVrliap* the most 
notable feature of hi* life thus far has 
been bln fondness for sports. lie lias 
rat t*l burse*, nailed yacht*, shot birds, 
ptared card* and gambled more or lest. 
With more or less discretion. 

Ilf might have come to the throne aa 
Albert I, starting a uew line of king*, 
tint many year* ago be announced that 
when be ascended tbe throne he would 
u*e hi* aeeontl name. Edward, and ho 
kuown as King Edward VII lo prefer- 
ence to King Albert 1. The English 
lieople hate always looked forward to 
blni ns King Edward VII. 

Ills eldest son. tbe Duke of York, 
who becomes tbs Fritter of Wales by | 
■bio father'* accession to tbe tbrooe. 
Iios^also no Edward lu Ills long list of 
■mines, and hla eldest son. who will tie 
king of England some day, If he lives, 
lias also an Edward lo hla name. It 
has been argued that by calling him- 
self Edward VII the new king could 
revive the Hue of kingly Edwards, nnd 
In time they would exceed In nuttilier 
the Heuryi who Uuve sat upon the , 
English throne. 

It wn* long tbe fond hope of Vlcto- • 
rin'n heart that her son sltonld reign * 
under the title of Albert, the name of 
bis father, her beloved husband. But 
Albert Is n strange name to English 
cant In tbe list of royal titles. The , 
|»rlnoe himself desired to tie called fcd- 
ward. The queen's ministers and tbe ; 
queen's subjects desired It, so at last 
the mother, so fond of her own way lu 
everything, saw )but It were better to 
yield. Uut she la reported to hare shed 
tears over It, , 

' I* was oii the "morning of the 0th of 
Sovemltcr, lS-tl. that an nnxlous group 
of personages wslted In the great 
room* of Buckingham palace. They 
Were dignitaries of church and state 
who had I wen summoned In accordance 
with royal etiquette to lie present at 
tbe arrival of a possible heir to tbe 
throne of England. They gathered to- 
gether In the anteroom close by tbe 
queen’s bed cbnrnher. Among them 
werv archbishops and bishops, arrayed 
In silk shovel bate and gorgeous aprons; 

Ip-uded by t|te 
prime minister; nurses and doctors by 
the score. 

For hours tbla motley assemblage, 
awaited tbe event Their patience was 
rewarded.

"It la a prince, your grace." answered- 
tbe woman, with unruffled dignity. 

When It was announced that the 
hopes and wishes or a nation bad I teen 
fulfilled and that a boy had lieeo horn, 
there was universal grstnlation. Prel- 
ates and statesmen embraced one an- 
other with uncontrolled effusiveness.

Thousands of chi reb 
bells took up the gtyd Udiugs anti. peal- 
ed out tbe auuounoeiuent ,to au. expect 
nation. Early In the morning the 
pflvy council met In state to ohlalu 
prayer and thanksgiving from one end 
at the' country to tile other.

Ills earliest appearance In a leading 
part on any public occasion was In 1S5U, 
at the laying of the foundation stone 
of the l.ambeth School of Art at Vnux- 
ball After Ibe death of bis father In 
December. I9G1. be naturally became 
the most desirable functionary at all 
ceremonies In wblcb beneficent or char- 
itable undertakings were to be recog- 
nised by royal approval. 1 This work 
has erer'slnce occupied a large share 
of his time and has always been pet* 
formed wltb dignity, tact and patience, 
luih-ed no prluce of any country baa 
ever personally exerted blmaeif more 
faithfully to render services of this sort 
to tbe community. Tbe muRlpl'clty 
aim variety of Ids engagements an be- 
lts If of local and special enterprises 
make a surprising Hat aud necessarily 
Involved a sacrifice of ease and leisure 
wttlch few men of blgb rank would 
care to make. 

Atnoiig tbe member* of tbe royal 
family the rrloee of Wales has been 
called Hurtle from bla childhood. Ills 
father called him by that name; bis 
mother entered It In Iter dally diary 
long after he bad grown to manhood 
and become the father of a large fam- 
ily; hla wife calls him Bertie today. 
Rut wee be to any outsider, however 
latlmate. who dares address the prluce 
by that name! 

An adoring British aristocracy haa 
applied all aorta of names to the |H>pu- 
Inr belr apparent, which hnve been 
taken up by many Americana who 
have met him and a great many more 
who have not. Some of these pet 
uames have not been altogether dig- 
nified. or even respectful— aueb a* 
“turn lum.” But tbe prince has pul up 
wltb them all good oaturedly. But 
Bertie was for tbe family alone. Tbe 
Prlpcese of Wales’ wedding rlug la set 
with a beryl, an emerald, a ruh.v, a 
turquoise, an laclnth and a second 
emerald. Tbe lultlala of these six 
gems spell "Bertie.” It was tbe prln- 
epee' Idra . • \ 

In 'he summer of \tho prince paid 
n visit to Canada 1 tbe United 
Slates. Everywhere mil' was received 
with boundless enthusiasm. He danc- 
pd at a ball glveu lu bla honor at "'uah- 
lugton. where hu was cordially wel- 
come.! hy President llueltsuun. 

The United Stole* Indeed was pre- 
pared to receive him with open arms. 
At Hamilton, tbe laet place In Canada 
where he made a halt, be had spoken 
ronie kindly words, which awoke gen- 
eral approval here. 

"My duties,” he said, “a* representa-

All England rejoiced over the event. 
Tennyson, w ho had Juat been made po- 
et laureate, wrote one of his floe poems, 
"A Welcome to Alexandra." on this oc- 
casion. Tbs princess soon made her- 
self very popular wltb all classes of 
the British public, not only by her out- 
ward grace of manner, but also by her 
virtue* and amiability. The ptiocn 
himself has always shared In this pop- 
ularity. although tbe sterner puritan- 
Ism of hi* potential subject* tia* often 
been shocked by stories of tils dissipa- 
tion. 

As a social factor to England tbe 
prince has always been supreme. Ward 
McAllister called him "tbe great social 
dictator." It waa largely through bis 
Influence that many Americans— a na- 
tion whom he baa always liked— have 
received their entree Into tbe luoer 
circles of tbe British aristocracy. .Nev- 
ertheless the eoelal aud fashionable 
elde of hi* life he* been more of a duty 
than a pleasure to him. He basalway* 
been most coutent when surrounded by 
• circle of bis old friends at ble palace. 

In Haudrlngbatn. a small village In tbe 
ronnty of Norfolk. There be baa lived 
tbe Ufa ef an English country gentle- 
man. 

Tbe affection end esteem In which 
th* prince has been held were never 
•tetter exemplified than In December, I 
1871. when be was attacked by typhoid | 
fever and for some weeks bung be- 
tween life and death. Tbe anxiety of j 
tbe public wts lutruae, and tb* news of ; 
bis reeevtty waa greeted wltb grant i 
Joy. Cs bis first appearance In public ' 
to take part lo Ibe memorable "thanks- | 
giving service" In fit. Paul'* cathedral 
on Feb. 27, 1872. tbe etreete along the 
line of bis rout* were crowded with n 
cheering multllude. 

Hlnce then tbe prince has been put- 
ting In several years of quiet work, tak- 
ing a great dealof iby responsibility that 
attaches to sovereignly off bla mother's 
hands. He visited India and Ireland, | 
engaged In solidifying tbe empire lie 
started Intercolonial and International 
exhibition*, lie encouraged and llbei* 
■Hy subscribed to public charities. Ha 
has been a liberal patron of art and of , 
tb* drama. It Is Impossible to over**- | 
tlmate hi* power as a social factor. He 
has dictated fashion* snd dominated 
wanner*. Go him fell thr full respon- 
•IlilUty of 'be *iT*np'iu*Bis for th* 
cclehiT^'/on of hu mother's J-iLlie.- >u 
1887. He w rit-uUlk# a stare 

It I* tM possible not to r.xbl in two 
notable thing* ef recent year* -Hie bac- 
carat scandal tutd tbe death of^tbe 
prince'* eldest son and bis lielr. the 
Duke of Clnrence. Tbe raid scandal 
came up In the winter of 18110 rvhlte 
the prince was visiting Mr*. .V»ihnr , 
Wilson at Trnnby Croft. Sir W/ lain 
Oordon-Cummlnff, a raralry offlet of ' 
good family, wo* charged wltb coeat- ( 
lug. It waa aald that he Inctcnsetl bla 
stake after seeing that tbe cards Were t 
In his favor. It was a famous trial; 
the prince was a witness, and Sir >VU- 
Until Gordon-Cummlng lost. He l tar- 
ried the daughter of an Amcrtean otl- 
Honalre, Miss Gnrner of New York, snd 
retired Into private life. 

Two years later the Duke of C, or- 
once fell a victim to the grip. It 4 r *» 
a great blow to both the prince a nd 
princess, s bereavement from wbli’h 
they have never fully recovered. AftiT i 
the funeral the prince retired to tbn 
deepest privacy. It was many month* 
before be could take up his public do-. . 
tie*. 

Of late years Marlborough House bae t 
become tbe center of the prince's social 
and official life. Ulsbtudy, where oooe • 
but bis intimates Is admitted, looks 
like the room of a hardworking man 
of business. He works at an old faab- 1 
loned pedestal desk table Tbe desk 
alinu w ltb a spring and ran be o|>ened 
only with a golden key, which t lie 
prince carries on his watch chain. Ev- 
ery hour of Ills day Is mapped out for 
him. First comes his private corre- 
spondence. which I* very Urge. From 
10 till 11 each morning le spent In Ulk- 
Ing over and dictating replies to letter* 
that have lieca sorted over by bis sec- 
retary. Tbe remainder of bis dsy le 
governed by bla appointment book. 
The social feature of It Is very large. 
When tbe prince does have an Idle 
hour, bo eujoya a new uovel that be 
haa picked from tbe bookstall blmaeif. 

No political party has ever been able 
to rlgluly claim tbe rriuce of Wale* 
at an adherent, or even at an active 
sympathiser. Ue lias fttweya managed 
to keep conspicuously dear of party or 
sectional Interests and still remain an 
nggretalve Englishman. 

In I8GS the late king of Sweden Ini- 
tiated Albert Edward Into tbe myste- 
ries of Freemasonry. Bis father had 
refused to associate hlmspU with tb* 
craft, but tbe prince bnd/.lewy of bla 
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own. In 1879 be was elected grand 
master of England. At one Freemason 
dinner, when the prince presided, tbe 
list of subscriptions reached the enor- 
mous sum of (290.000. the largest 
amount ever raised at a festival dluaer 
lu tbe history of tbe world. 

Americans know tbe new king as • 
game sportsman. He began that ca- 
reer eat ly. When be waa only 19 year* 
old. accompanying his father on deer 
stalking expeditions, he waa the beat 
shot In bis family. In manhood the 
royal celors— purple, gold baud, scarlet 
sieve** and black velvet cap wltb gold 
fringe - bare been a familiar sight on all 
British race con rare of th* first class, 
lile name baa often stood high lo the 
list of winning owners. lie le general- 
ly agreed to be a capital judge of a 
bora*. Hie greatest triumph was the 
winning of tb* Derby by Persimmon In 
UK 

During tb* pest few years King Ed- 
ward VII be* seldom been seen follow- 
ing the hound*, but In tbe gam* season 
be I* foremost In big sbootlug parties. 
As a yachtsman he ba* been particular- 
ly fortunate. II* hi tbe owner of many 
splendid prises. 

Whist uo one can confidently say 
whet political changes tbe adreat of 
the new ktDg wlU make— and It Is pos- 
sible that hie rule may materially af- 
fect lb* course of British polltlc»-lt I* 
kDowii that be has always bed liberal 
leaolugs. He detested BeacoDsfietd; 
be felt a warm admiration for Glad 
•tone. HI* most Intimate friend auroug 
tbe hading politicians of Englaud Is 
Rosebery. It la already predicted that 
tbs uew king will work for Rosebery 
for the premiership. 

Ae for the new queen of England, she 
la a daughter of tbe north who at 90 
Is still beautiful. 8be la a splendid 
type of wornsu and was Prluoees Alex- 
andra of Denmark prior to her mar- 
riage to the Prince of Wales 88 years 
ago. * 

A very 'prrfty and romantic story Is 
told of bow tbs Princess of Denmark 
became the wife of Prince Albert Ed- 
ward of Wales. Th# prluce cbauced to 
be wblllug away part of ■ lung sum- 
mer afternoon with two or three rou- 
geulnl friends wbm one of them, n 
1 colonel, produced from bla pocket a 
photograph. 

Th* prince Immediately became 
struck by the beauty aud simplicity of 
tb* youug person lu tb* Dlcturq (flff 
*t>uu became possessor of It. Within a 
very short thus be had dispatched a 
c<> n fideai ml emissary to» Denmark to 
carry hla atilt to the princeaa.

Her chil- 
dren were renred and educated as be- 
fits their station, and tbelr discipline Is 
a matter of comment In England.
